The dying tramp, who^e name i 


Harris, made a statement of the mm 
der, charging it lo two men who eam< 
aboard the train at Auburn. He say, 
the murderers alighted from the train 
beforeit reached Foatona and escaped 
Harris said his home was at Auburn 
Ind , and that he was a chimney-sweep 
by occupation 
lie gave the names o: 


hia companions as Leeas and Morgan 
He further stated that the men who 
did the shooting were driven out o: 
Barrett, Ind , yesteiday and that they 
boarded the train at Auburn. 


There was no provocation for the 


shooting. It waa solely for the purpose 
of robbery. Sixteen dollars was stolen 
from Harris and considerable amounts 
from his companions 


At fleshier the murderers leaped 


Trorn tbe train, but it was not until the 
train arrived in this city that the trag- 
edy was discovered 
There is great ex- 


citement here and if the fugitives are 
overtaken they are likely to bo lynched. 


Tbe ghastly find was made by Biake- 


man Becber while looking for tiamps 
who bad b°en on the train. When he 
found them two were dead and one had 
hia head pillowed upon the breast of 
one of hie companions and was still 
conscious. When the train reached 
tins city the dead men were taken to 
the undertaker's, while the wounded 
one was conveyed to the American 
house, where medical aid was sum- 
moned and everything possible done 
for him 
Under surgical treatment he 


revived and made the following state- 
ment' "My name is Henry Harris and 
ray two companions are named Henry 
Reesh ond Arthur E Brown 
We all 


live at Auburn, Ind, and last'night 
boarded tbe freight to strike 
out 


and look for woik. 
When we got 


to Deihler, about twenty-five miles 
west of here, four men boarded our car 
and made a demand for our money. 
We had a fight and they commenced 
shooting, and I was shot down. I think 
the men left the car at Drsbler again. 
They got $12 in money from me" 
Reesh was found to have four bullets in 
hia head, any one of which would have 
been fatal. 
Brown was shot five times 


in the body and one in the head. Har- 
ris had two bullets in his head and one 
in the loft breast

WIDOWS' PENSIONS. 


Will It«liisrThrmtoTHosr WIio Hine 


WAIIIIXGTON, Dec 8--The pension 


bureau will hereafter refuse pensions to 
widows whose income from other sour- 
ces, added to the proceeds of reason- 
able efforts on their part, affords them 
comfortable support. 
Thia policy ia 


provided for in a ruling of Assistant 
Secretary Eoynolda, baaed on the June 
27, 18'JO, act. 
In his decision 
the 


assistant secretary says. 


"It was evidently the intention of 


congress to supplement tbe widow's 
means of support from her own labor 
and all other sources by tbe pension, 
only when such motions were insuf- 
ficient for her comfortable support. 
Under ordinary circumstances, without 
intending to lay down an arbitrary and 
inflexible rule, when a widow ia shown 
to have an income considerably in ex 
cess of the pension provided by the 
third section of tbe act from sources 
independent of her daily labor, she 
docs not occupy a pensionable status 
thereunder " 


Judge Reynolds has also filed in the 


case of James Keating.^Fifteenth regi- 
ment. United States infantry, that 
where a soldier died before final action 
by tho bureau of pensions and die 
ability had been subsequently rejected, 
the attorney of record has no legal right 
to appeal from such rejection without 
first obtaining from the widow ol the 
soldier a power of attorney to continue 
its prosecution.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON X, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 


TERNATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 9.- 


Text of the Lesson, I.ufce Till, 4-15—Mem- 


ory Verses, 11-13—Golden Text, I.uke 
viii, 11—Commentary by the Key. D, SI. 
Stearns. 


4. "And when much people were gath- 


ered together and wem come to Him out 
of every city He Kpuko by a parable." In 
Math, xiii, S, and Mark iv, 1, it is written 
tlmt He sat in a ship, and the multitude 
stood on the shoro while He taught them. 
In ilath. xiii, 1, it is said that Ho wilt 
out of tho house and sat by I'!o seaside. 
Tliis going out of the liouso may bo sug- 
gestive of His turning fnjjj tho house of 
Israel because of their tirriiing against. 
Him, for wo read in Math, xii, 14, tlmt 
they held u council to destroy Him, and 
it was not Till after this that they were 
taught by parables. Tho light is never 
taken from those who arc willing to re- 
ceive it. 


5. "A sower went out to sow his seed, 


and as he sowed some fell by the wayside, 
and it was trodden dow», ftud tho fowls 
of tho air devoured it." In verses 11 and 
13 we have His own explanation of 
verso 5 and will therefore take them here 
and so on through the lesson. The seed is 
I he word of God. In I Pet, i, 23, it is called 
incorruptible seed which Mveth and abid- 
eth forever. 
In Math, xiii, 87, He that 


poweth tho good seed id tiie Son of man, 
but in the nest! verso tho good seed Is the 
children of the kingdom. 


G. uAnd some fell upon a rock, and as 


soon ns it was strung up it withered away 
because ifc lacked moisture." - Matthew 
and Mark say it had not much earth and 
withered when tho sun was up because it 
had no root. 


13. Hera is the-explanation of the seed 


on tlio rocky soil. 
Compare JMath. 3lii, 


20, 21, and Mark iv, 10, 17. Thesechureh- 
goers receive the word with joy, possibly 
talk it over on tho way home and at the 
dinner table,1 but some 0110 says something 
against tho preacher, a slander old or now, 
or perhaps one says that higher criticism 
has disposed of tho whole passage which 
tho preacher spoke from, and the founda- 
tion of his remarks is thus swept away. 
Or perhaps nest day in the store or ofticp 
tho hearer talks of the good sermon of yes- 
terday and is laughed at by his fellows, 
who want to know when he turned his 
back on them and how soon ho intends to 
depart for tho foreign field. Thus ho is 
offended, and sukm conquers. 


7. "And somo fell among thorns, and 


tho thorns sprang up with it and choked 
it." 
Mark iv, 7, says it yielded no fruit. 


14. This verse, with Math, xiii, 22, and 


Mark iv, 18, 19, gives light on the thorny 
ground hearers. Thet-e seemed to be really 
saved people. The failure with them is 
fruit not salvation. Tho cures and riches 
and pleasures of this -life, with the lusts 
oi other things, choke the word, and they 
bring no fruit to perfection. TJiers aro 
many who think that if they can only 
muko sure of heaven tlmt is everything, 
and.having received Jesus as their Saviour 
they aro burdened with business or house- 
hold cares or carried way with pleasures 
or other things, as studies or pursuits of 
various kuuly. They accept JL-SUS us Sav- 
iour, but not as Lord. They expect to 
crown Him Lord of all when they get to 
heaven, but know nothing of ifc here. They 
aru described in I Cor. iii, 15, as losiug 
their works and saved as by a lite. They 
aro not abiding in Him for frnit bearing 
and would be ashamed if Ho should como 
(I John ii, 28; John XT). 


S. "And other fell ou good ground and 


sprang up and bare fruit an hundredfold. 
And when Ho had said these tilings ho 
cried, Ho that hath ears to hear let him 
hear." Matthew and Mark say that.this 
seed.brought forth BOIUO thirty, somo sixty 
and somo t\ hundredfold. 


15. This, with Mat]): xiii, 28, andMark 


iv, 20, leaves us in no doubt us to who aro 
meant by tho good ground. The honest 
and good heart must indicate tho new 
heart born £rora above, 'which was proba- 
bly also in tho last class of hearers. These 
hear tho word tiud receive it and keep it 
and with patience bring forth fruit to tho 
praise of His name who redecmeth them. 
While all true believers are equally sancti- 
fied In Christ by His one offering (Heb. 
x, 10, 14), it is equally truo that we are 
daily being simctiiled as to our daily life 
by. His word of truth (John xvii, 17). All 
God's dealings with His people aro in or- 
der that they may boar more fruit, for Ho 
is glorified when wo bear much fruit (John 
sv, 5, 8). To this end we nnisfc remember 
that Jesus said in this connection, "With- 
out Mo or apart from Me ye can do noth- 
ing," or, as in, Hos. xiv, 8, "From Me is 
thy fruit found." 
If wo as believers 


ever lind ourselves trying to abide or try- 
ing to bear fruit, we may bo sure tlmt wo 
ure not. right, for quietly as tlio branch 
abides in tho vine and ns quietly as the 
vine bears fruit, through its branches so 
quietly will God by His Spirit bear fruit 
through us iu Jesus' name when wo aro 
fully yielded to Him. Wo need not plan 
anything for God, for I'wo aro His work- 
manship, created iu Christ Jesus xwto 
good works, which God hath beforo pro- 
pared, that wo should walk in them" (Eph. 
ii, 10). If wo simply and whole heartedly 
yield to Him, Ho will work in us both to 
will and to do of -His good pleasure those 
things which aro well pleasing in His 
sight (Phil, ii, 18; Heb. ilii, 31). 
Somo 


have not ears to bear these things. They 
are wise and prudent in their own estima- 
tion and want to know wliy God gave us 
brains nnd common sense if Ho did not 
want us to bo self reliant and plan nnd 
work out things for His glory. 


9. "And His disciples asked Him, say- 


ing, What might this parable be?" In 
Mark iv, 10, it is written Hint "wlien Ho 
was alono they that were abcutHim with 
tho twelve asked of Him the parable.'' So 
in Mark xiii, 3,4, wo find that Peter, Jnmes, 
John and Andrew asked Him privately 
about certain matters. He still has an 
inner circle of disciples to whom Ho tells 
many things which He cannot tell to nil. 
Ho is not partial. He is no_ respecter of 
persons, but all do not como'equnlly closo 
to Him in whole- hearted surrender, -All 
limitations and hindrances are on our 
side, not on His. 


10. "And Ho said, Unto you it is given 


to know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God, but to others in parables, that see- 
ing they might not see aud hearing they 
might not understand." This is not us 
somo think, who suppose that Ho taught 
in parables in order to make His teaching 
more plain. 
Observe, He says that they 


might not rice and not understand. Ho 
had taught them plainly aud without por- 
iitiles until they refused Him and sought 
to kill Him, but now that the kingdom ia 
to be postponed till His return Ho tells in 
parables the cliaractoristics of this present 
age, known as tho pcripd of tho mystery 
of the kingdom, A p.irnblo it like the 
shell of a nut, as one has said, It keeps 
tho kernel from the indolent and for tho 
diligent.

THE GHOST WALKS SLOWLY. 


That I» Why tho Erudite Justices Do Sat 


Admire First Comptroller Bowler. 


The oiudite ancl dignified justices of 


the supremo court of the United States 
aro much incensed against Kobert B. 
Bowler, the first comptroller of tho 
treasury department, because he has laid 
out a new route for the "ghost" to 
walk monthly. Tho justices until re- 
cently received tiieir pay in tho shape of 
wart-ants drawn ou tho treasury depart- 
ment, and which could bo cashed or de- 
posited in bank-like checks. The reforms 
accomplished by tho Dcokory commis- 
sion have done away with this scheme, 
and now the justices are paid by tho 
disbursing offlcor of the department of 
justice, who has an open account with 
tho treasury department, and who mails 
to each justice on (ho first of the month 
not a warrant or check, but a voucher 
that must bo signed and returned before 
his p e r s o n a l 
check 
covering 


tho amount of 
salary duo is sent 
to the learned le- 
gal luminary.

there is nothing 
particularly ob- 
jectionable about 
this method of 
procedure so long 
as they are in 
Washington, but 
when 
they aro nOBEWT a iiowu.it. 


away ou their long circuits, one of 
which, for example, covers California, 
Oregon, Nevada, Arizona and Alaska, 
the voucher aud chock business is a de- 
cided nuisance. When a justice is on 
his circuit, a voucher chases him from 
city to city until it finally reaches him 
and is signed ancl returned. Ho goes on 
and is (hen chased for awecik or two by 
the personal check. Tho result is that tho 
justices, who only receive the beggarly 
salary of $10,000 a year, find difficulty 
in making both ends meet when their 
checks aro delayed a week or two. Tho 
trouble could be overcome if Mr. Bow- 
ler would permit tbo justices to give 
powers of attorney to their bankers, but 
this he refuses to do, declaring that ho 
proposes to cuforco a uniform system of 
payments. From his decision there seems 
to bo no appeal. His signature is re- 
cmired ou nearly all warrants issued by 
th e secretary of tho treasury. 


Mr. Bowler is a Cincinnati lawyer. 


Ho ran for congress on the Democratic 
ticket in tho First Ohio district hi 1S92, 
but was defeated.

Cine voo, Dec. 6 —Tho shipping sea- 


son closed early on tho lakes tins year, 
for business was bad all through, anil 
most vessel ovi nci s were willing to tio 
up thoir boats very shortly after Nov. 
!.">, tho date ou which insurance men 
ce,i:-,n to hold themselves responsible for 
vosols still in commission. Yet there 
were somo few boats onfc a week or ton 
days later than the middle of tho mouth, 
and iuoi'0 than 0110 craft felt tho fury of 
thti antnmu .srovins disastrously. 


Tho best business evor done by tho 


vessel men of the1 fresh water f-eas was in 
1802. 
There were millions of bushels of 


wheat to bo transported that year, and 
prices wero good enough to make profit- 
able freight rates possible. Tho trans-

portation oC iron ore, which, by tho 
way, centers at Cleveland, and not Chi- 
cago, was booming too. Capluim in no 
cases had to hustle for business. On tho 
contrary, they had to Inistlo to keep Tip 
with tho business that was waiting to 
be (lone. The near approaoh of tho Chi- 
cago World's fair contributed its dharo 
to the nisb, of course, and it scorned to 
all concerned—transportation firms and 
companies, shippers, captains and sail- 
ors—as if there could ho no cUtuinutioi: 
in tho rate of development of inland 
navigation. 


I Imvo not tho totals of tho lake busi- 


ness done in 1893, but there were 10,- 
330 arrivals at this port, tho freights 
amounting to 5,0.1G,OSG tons. Thiswas 
tho largest tonnage over recorded here, 
though in the earlier days of smaller 
vessels the arrivals ono year ran up to 
12,000 and moro. The big business of 
1802 proved a gre.it stimulus to vessel 
building, and in 1S93 tho total tonnago 
of tho lakes amounted to 1,301,000. 


TUo Future of Lnlce Navigation. 


Still Captain Dunham does not de- 


spair regarding tho future development 
of lako navigation. Ho believes that tho 
general business of tho country will im- 
prove from this on, and with it, of 
course, tho shipping of tho lako ports. 
Ho hn'i been interested 'in fresh water 
vessels for many years, and ho delights 
to talk of old times-', hut it pleases him 
still more to talk of tho future. 


"Tho time is coining," ho said to mo 


today, "when the steamships of tho 
lakes will bo almo.sk as largo and almost 
as swift us tho big liners of salt water. 
Some of our present boats aro wonders. 
It would not havo been believed a half 
dozen years ago that such craft as aro 
now Humorous enough to form a consid- 
erable fraction of tho wholo would over 
bebuilt and sailed hero. 


"A notable feature of lake navigation 


is the dispatch with which the work is 
dona. Nowhere else are cargoes loaded 
or unloaded as rapidly as hero. Yon sec, 
tho open season is only- about eight 
months, and we must bo busy every 
minuto of that time, or we fall behind. 
Therefore wo havo reduced the handling 
of grain, coal, iron ore, lumber and 
package freight to n moro or'less exact 
science. Our vessels are unloaded im- 
mediately upon tying up at the dock, 
and tho work of reloading is begun just 
as soon as tho last of tho incoming cargo 
ias been taken out. For this reason, 
evon though our season is short, our 
freights aro lower tliau any others. 


Quick Work on tho Lakes. 


"A year or two ago n bis; grain carry- 


ing steamer was loaded with 115,000 
bushels of wheat in 80 minutes at Dn- 
•uth, and I defy tho shippers of any ocean 
port to show any such record. 
Wo do 


not often livo up to that standard, how- 
ever. Tho loading of this vessel in that 
unprecedented time was accomplished 
as a test. Tho grain was put aboard 
from an elevator, of course, and ten 
spouts wcro utilized. 


"Dnluth, I should explain, ha1) tho 


jost facilities for rapid loading and tvu- 
oacliug of all the lako ports from tho 
'not that her harbor was opened later 
than most of tho others, and her docks, 
warehouses and elevators wero designed 
on more modem linos and better ar- 
ranged with reference to location ono 
with another. 
Twenty-five 
hundred 


;ons of coal have been unloaded there 
?rom ono vessel in 14 horns, and that is 
quite as noteworthy a feat in its way as 
ho rapid loading of whoat of which 1 
iavo told you, hut not all the phenom- 
enal records as to dispatch in loading 
nnd unloading havo been rnado at Du- 
utli. Tho C. A. Popo a year or two 
ago took 120,000 bushels of grain to 
TUffalo, 1,000 miles, in threo days, 
raveling as fast as n freight train. Ar- 
riving in tho morning, she was unload- 
ed and reloaded with return freight tho 
saino day and was here in Chicago 
igaili in just, a week. Tho time usually 
consumed for this trip, however, is nine 
lays. 


Chicago Not a Ship Owning Port, 


"Although Chicago is tho largest port 


on tho lakes, it is not n specially 
strong ship owning port. Cleveland 
eads in this respect. 
That is because 


Jio Cleveland men woro tho first to seo 
hat there vrns n great future in tho iron 
Ore commerce and hustled about and got 
control of it by building tho boats and 
;oing into tho business. But of course 
;ho iron oro trade is dead at this time.

comes next after Clovoland as a ship 
owning port, and that is because tho 
leadcjiiartor.s of tho lino limits, which

'.'Sailing vessel.") aro rapidly being 


Iriven off tho lakes these later years. 
Yon fee, it takes' skillful officers nnd 
first olass seamen to navigate the Jakes, 
'or their waters aro not like tho waters 
if I ho ocean, practically boundless. Tho 
•ihoro is ever comparatively near nt 
land, and tbelo arc dangers of being 
Iriven ashore snffcr"d by sailing craft 
hat Pteam icsspls are not subject to at 
all.

may hold tho sailing ve— il for days, 
while, unli>s the winds an- vciy violent 
indeed, they do not detain tho steamer. 


"Thu evolution of lako htt 'liners as to 


size has made tho port ot Clm-ago al- 
most second class in one uspeet—that 
is, tho largest voxels cannot enter line. 
Tho river is ?o shallow it will not tuko 
vessels of a draft of moie th.ni 10 feet 8 
inches, and it cannot v.fll bo made 
deeper, wheicas tho big nmdem freight 
steamers require 18 feotol water. Then 
the river is too narrow to accommodate 
a great many more emit than now ou- 
ter. Tho difficulties in the way of deep- 
ening the channel ariso from tho tact 
that tho street railway tunnels passing 
under the river cannot ho lowered with- 
out enormous expense and great iucoii- 
venienco all round. Besides new foun- 
dations for many buildings on the water 
front would have to be mndo if there 
wero any more dredging. 
In order to 


widen the channel, there would havo to 
bo extensive purchases of extremely val- 
uable property, and the tot.il cost of 
widening and deepening would bo al- 
most incalculable'. Tho bigger ciaft, 
however, can all enter at South Chicago, 
and tho harbor there is now leally a 
part of tho port of Chicago. 


Tiie Vessels ancl tho jtfru. 


"The total value of the property made 


use of in lake navigation is not far 
from $00,000,000. This includes ves- 
sel?, dorks, etc. Thero aro about -1,000 
vessels all told, a smaller number per- 
haps than in tho pns,t, hut of greater 
aggregate tonnage, owing to tbo supe- 
rior size of the modern vessels. These 
vessels employ about 40,000 men, and 
tho docks, etc., say, about W,000 more, 
or 00,000 altogether. Certainly those, 
men aro all thrown out of work on the 
lake at tho close of navigation, but ordi- 
nary years only a few of them are 
obliged to bo idlo during the winter. A 
good many havo been in the habit of 
wintering in tho lumber camps, others 
got work in tho Chicago packing houses, 
which start up at full blast at just 
about the time lako navigation closes. 
Then many of them find thoir way to 
the seaboard, especially to New Orleans, 
where they do tho work of stevedores. 


"Tho wages paid seamen on the lakes 


aro bettor, as a rule, than on tho ooean. 
As I have said, it requires better seamen 
hero than on tho sea. Our sailors havo 
to work harder, for owing to the nature 
of our waters every sailing voyage is 
one long succession df tacks, and ports 
being made so of ten'them is the con- 
stant work of going in and out to he 
done, whereas on tho sea there aro few 
tacks, and entrances and cleaiauec-s come 
at long intervals. For this reason, too, 
tho men havo to bo stronger physically 
and of better personal habits. Tho ocean 
captain ueod not worry as to tho sobri-

ety of his men, once ho can get them 
aboard his ship. Ho can easily sober 
them up there if they are drunk when 
taken on, for tho voyage is one of many 
clays, weeks or months unless tho vessel 
be a coaster. But hero tho time between 
ports is short, aud men who aro inclined 
to drink can get their liquor at every 
port. I do not moan to say that our lako 
sailors are total abstainers. 
Heaven 


knows they drink enongh, but they must 
be in condition to work hard and con- 
tinually, or they can't got work, aud for 
this reason they do not drink themselves 
blind tbo moment they get ashore. I 
should add that the lako's.iilois havo to 
work at tho loading and unloading, 
which is not trno of the salt water tar. 
All things considered, I think tho fresh 
water salt is much tho better man of tho 
two. 


A Reminiscence or Two. 


"In 18u4 nearly ovorything ou the 


lakes was propelled by sails. In 183S 
there was a spurt at steamboat building, 
hut tho shallowness of tho porls, few of 
which had yet been dredged, made 
steamboating unprofitable, and .sails soon 
got back their supremacy. i!y tho timo 
tho war broke out steam had forged to 
tho front again, but it was in tho form 
of tug tovring principally. As late as 
1870, however, laigo sailing vessels 
wore profitable. After them came steam 
barges and consorts, thru big .steamers. 
Today 3,000 ton vessels can bo loaded 
and unloaded with greater dispatch than 
vessels of 500 tons formerly aud oper- 
ated almost as cheaply. 


"Tho days of wooden construction 


havo goiio by on the lakes, as on tho 
ocean, and so havo _tho days of simple 
engines. Compound machines came in 
hero almost as early an they did there, 
and triple expansion isiiow tho almost 
universal practice. Quadruple engines, 
however, have not vet been built to any 
extent for lako vessels, fci tho matter of 
speed wo are behind the fastest, ocean 
passenger boats, but wrf, have steamers 
that can make 17to ISrililes—not.knots 
—an hour all right. 
Vyo havo a good 


deal of faith in tho whalcback boats, 
aud tho big vos-sol of that typo that was 
used for World's fair visitois in 18!)!!, 
now plying between here and Milwau- 
kee in tho passenger service, makes 17 
luilos an hour on nearly every trip."

CHICAGO'S DRAINAGE CANAL IS A 


GREAT ENGINEERING WORK. 


It Is 1'riin.inly r«r Carrying: Off Offensive 


Sewagt, hut It Js Inoidcntally a ivia 
jiioih Ship Canul u Tliotl-iuul IMiles from 
the '.en. 


Not all the wo!'d knows about it yet, 


but they arc doins one of the most not- 
able HigmeeriiiK works c f 
modern 


times in Chicago and near by just now. 
It is called thu Diamagu can;il, and the 
pi unary purpose of those who are dig- 
ging tho enormous ditch is to afford tho 
gieat city at the head of Lako Michigan 
an outlet for its sewerage. But inci- 
dentally they are building ono of the 
gifiitcst ship canals in tho world, n real 
ship caiial 1,000 mi'es from tho pea- 
board. 


It would be folly for mo to try to tell 


an adequate story of this work in the 
allotted space, but I am going to repeat

rr.oss SUCTIONS OF F \MOUS CASALS. 


per some of thn interesting things that 
wero told mo a few days ago by Lyman 
E. Coolcy of the board of trustees of tho 
sanitary district. 


"When Chicago began to grow great," 


said Mr. Cooley, "and, you know, wo 
claim that it'H tho greatest town in Iho 
country now, we began to bo troubled 
with our sewerage. We bad to drain 
into tho lake, and as wo also have to 
tato our water for drinking purposes 
from that mexhunstiblo natural reser- 
voir we diclu't like tho situation. Now, 
everybody knows that tho territory ou 
which Chicago is built is low and flat, 
and that it is naturally, drained by the 
sluggish stream known as tho Chicago 
river. The Illinois or Desplaines river 
rises to the north, not many miles from 
Lako Michigan, and flows south, passin, 
Chicago, to the Mississippi. 
At ono 


point near tho city tho watershed be- 
tween the two rivers is veiy low—so 
low, in fact; that when the water is 
high somo of that which should pass 
down the Illinois to tho Mississippi over- 
flows tho dividing lino and flows into 
Lako Michigan. At such times,tbo trou- 
ble, always regrettable, is very bad in- 
deed, and it has long been realized that 
some time it must be lemodied. 


"The way in which this remedy could 


he applied has always been clear 
enough. Nothing could bo simpler in 
thcoly than to cut a channel direct frcui 
tho lako to the Illinois river, deepen 
tho channel ot tho latter so that the 
water would sniely flow south and 
then empty tho sowers into the chan- 
nel. It' Lako Michigan wero ten feet 
higher than it is, (here is no doubt that 
its outlet would ho here, and that a 
groac river would 
flow 
southward 


through tho valley of tho Ill^iiois to tbo 
Father of Waters. Tho difficulties iu 
the way of cutting tho needed channel 
wore, however, veiy great. In order to 
insure sufficient flow to take the sewage 
away without too great contamination 
of tho Illinois, which would work mis- 
chief to the towns ou its bank?, tho pro- 
posed ditch would havo to bo a nmru- 
nioth one that would cost an immense 
amount of money. Then there had to be 
special legislation, aud it took years and 
years to get that. Finally, however, aft- 
er long protracted effort, tho proper 
measure was put through tho state leg- 
islature in 1889. This was known as 
tho lock aud dam bill. After that tho 
drainage district, covering the territory 
to bo benefited, had to bo organized so 
as to levy tho proper taxes. It would 
take too long to tell of all the separate 
stops, but ground was finally broken ou 
Sept. 14, 1802, and the work has been 
going ou ever since. 


"Tho total cost of the work when 


completed will not bo far from .f53, - 
000,000, but considering tho length of 
line, 320 miles, and tho magnitude of 
tho work, it will bo tho cheapest achieve- 
ment of the sort/ s,o far as money 
cost is concerned, in tho history of 
engineering. Tho channel must, by tho 
terms of tho law, bo of sufficient di- 
mensions to carry not loss than 000,000 
Icubic feet of water a minuto, with a 
current not exceeding three miles an 
hour. As a matter of fact, tho channel 
whore out through tho earth provides 
for a depth of 23 feet aud is S03 feet

wido at tho bottom, while at the top it 
is 300 foot wide. In tho rock cuttings it 
is 100 feet wide both at top and bottom. 
This is by odds tho largest artificial 
channel ever constructed, as will bo 
seen by compai ing tho cross section of 
the Suez and other famous waterways. 
It will admit, in fact, of practical ocean 
navigation, or rather of navigation by 
ocean vessels and wo believe tho tinio 
will come when ocean vessels will pass 
through it. 


"Our plan in its entirety is not con- 


fined to tho draining of Chicago. It in- 
cludes tho construction of a continuous 
chain of waterways of sufficient dimen- 
sions to admit ocean going vessels from 
New York, connecting with tho great 
lakes, through them to Chicago, and 


thence through the drainage canal down 
the Illinois and Mississippi river to tho 
gulf. 
It will likely be a long timo be- 


fore .so much is accomplished, but not so 
long perhaps as you im.igine, for tiiis is 
tho ago of canal development, and things 
are moving r.ipidly in this last end of 
the nineteenth century, aud they will 
move wiih even greater rapidity in tho 
twentieth. No one

"We have had ninny difficulties to 


contend with that would not appear to 
the layman upon inspection. For in- 
stance, at one point, where we havo to 
deepen and widen the bed of the Illinois 
river, wo have been obliged to make a 
new channel, called tho spillway, for 
the wate>' now flowing to pa«s through, 
while tho main work is in pio'jie.s.s 
This hss been a very iureieitiiig piece 
ot engineering of itself and has excited 
tho admiration of engineers generally. 
Many new and ingenious pier, s of ma- 
chinery for excavating mpidly and eco- 
nomically hi'.vo been devised. One o( 
these, designed to do the wolk of hun- 
dreds of men at an immense saving, 
was recently setup at a cost of lf;io,000. 
It had hardly been adjusted be-fore a 
high wind throw down an inswnuoly 
placed prop to tho money damage of the 
contractor of notice than $10,000 in 
repaiis and a delay of perhaps two 
months, which will cost him a further 
largo sum.

to get tho work through because of tho 
vast outlay of money that would havo 
been uccessaiy. 


"Hovelling for a littlo lo tho naviga- 


tion part of the scheme, it ought to bo 
made clear to your readers that tho 
Houiiepiu canal, which connects the Il- 
linois and Mississippi livers, is not to 
be used as a link in the chain at all. 
Tho Mississippi is much higher at the 
point where it is joined by tho canal 
than is tho Illinois where the canal 
loaves it, aud therefore a largo number 
of locks are necessary be! ween the two 
streams. Tho route down the Illinois, 
after Lockport, is gently sloping, so 
gently, in fact, that there will" he need 
for very few, if any, lochs, although 
thero aro now several dams in the river 
that servo practically the same purpose 
as locks. The How of water through tho 
channel after the work in completed will 
bo so much greater than the present 
flow that all necessity for tbcso dr.ms 
will disappear." 


A comparison of tho dimensions of 


the world's various famous canals with 
those of Chicago's drainage canal may 
not bo uninteresting at this point. Cross 
sections aro given with this article, by 
which the relative pine may be seen at 
a glance. 
The now Manchester ship 


canal is similar to tho Chicago ono in 
size, but that is so only iu the rock 
cuts. At such points tho Manchester 
canal is 10 feet tho wider, but in tho 
earth cuts tho drainage ditch is 203 feet 
wido at (lie bottom and {)OB at tho top, 
while tho other in earth cuts is only 130 
and 173. Tho Sue/: c.mal i.s but 73 feet 
wido ut tho bottom anywhere 
Its top 


width varies from 
1110 to u58, but the 


latter adds nothing to its navigable ca- 
pacity, as ships of heavy diaft. cannot 
venture away from tho 78 foot channel 
in the center. Tho Panama canal was 
projected to ho 73 and 78 feet wide at 
bottom in different places aud from 101 
to 101 wide at the top. Both these canals 
aro deeper (ban the drainage canal, how- 
over, by about C foot. 
Tho Erie carial, 


tho most pretentious artificial waterway 
in tho United States of any length, is 
but 50 feet wide at the bottom and 70 
at the top aud 7 feet deep. 


There are many reasons for believing 


that tho Erie will never bo enlarged so 
as to make a link in tho proposed chain 
of artificial waterways, lor not only 
would the cost of enlargement piopcr bo 
enormous, but tho right of way through 
the thickly settled state of New York 
would bo expensive bejond all practical 
limits.

ceived from March 15 to April 20, ISBo. 
Ono big lailway company has granted 
free transportation for all goods to and 
from the exhibition, and awards will bo 
granted by an international jury, as at 
previous exhibitions of the kftd. The 
World's ba/.aar will bo a sort of Mid- 
way plaisonce, and one of its numerous 
interesting features will be a reproduc- 
tion of old Holland in Amsterdam. In 
the center of tho grounds will boa large 
basin, iu which an immense steamer 
will bo inooicd. It will bo fitted up ex- 
actly like the modern hotel of tho high 
seas—the ocean greyhound—mid thcro 
will ho loom on the decks for the ac- 
commodation of 3,000 people. At, night 
tho steamer will bo brilliantly illumi- 
nated by electric light. There will bo an 
immense aiea set apart as an arena for 
sports, aud tho best musical talent of 
Europe will fill the air with exquisite 
melody. 


American cook stoves, typewriters, 


telephones, electric light paraphernalia 
aud other appliances the product of 
Yankee ingenuity aro extensively used 
iu Anisteidam, and the coming exhibi- 
tion seems an excellent opportunity for 
American manufacturers to widen their 
trade with I bo Dutch. 


Holland has of late become a favorite 


with tourists fiom all parts of the world, 
and next to (ho exhibition itself tho city 
of Amsterdam will prove a magnet that 
will draw many visitors. Tho Nerthern 
Venice, as Anisteidam is called, i.s built 
upon some 90 islands, and tho houses 
stand upon a- vast forest of 'piles, 
Tho 


city is literally built upon land wrested 
from pld ocean's embrace and is bound 
ogothor by over ;!00 bridges, which 
span tho numerous cauals. TheAnistel, 
tho.widest of the waterways, compares 
very favorably iu si/.o and picturcstmo- 
nrss wilh tho Grand canal of Venice, 
and tbo aiclnlecturo i.s varied and at- 
tractive. In the center of each street is 
a canal lined with paved quays, upon 
which grow trees. The three principal 
streets are each fully two miles long 
and 220 feet broad, and tho circumfer- 
ence of tho city is about ton miles. 


The most imposing edifice is tho pal- 


ace of Amsterdam, which was foimerly 
tho city hall. It was begun in 1048, i» 
built of stone and iests upon Ki,009 
piles driven 70 feet into tho soft, marshy 
ground. Ono of its features ir. a grand 
ballroom 111 feet long, 63 feet wide 
and 90 feet 
high, which is lined 


throughout with white Italian marble. 
Another leatuie is a magnificent chime 
of bells,which plays automatically evciy 
hour. To all loveis of art the Kyks mu- 
seum of pictures will bo a potent attrac- 
tion. It was founded iu 171)8 and con- 
tains a ic'iy large collc'ctieu of tho 
works of Dnlch musters, including thoso 
of Rembrandt, Franz Hals, Helot and 
olhers famed Hie world over. Thero is 
al.so a fascinating collection of prints 
contained in upward of 200 portfolios, 
Tim Uyks museum building was only 
completed in ISS.'i and is the handsom- 
est structure in tho city. 


Amsterdam is the largest city in Hol- 


land and is tho capital of the Nether- 
lands. It is situated on an arm of the 
Zuyder Zee and was a mere lishing vil- 
lage in the tlmticnth century

ica was discovered) and after th" luiii

Reaching the Bahamas, Hopkins de- 
scended upon New Providence, which

marines, who lauded covered by the fire 
of the fleet. 


Thiswas the first regular attack made 


by the infant United States navy. Ladeu 
with his valuable booty and with tbo 
governor and other men of note as pris- 
oners, Hopkins sailed northward. 
In 


April ho captured tho rix gun British 
tender Hawko and the bomb brig Vul- 
can, which carried eight, guns. He next 
attacked the British warship Glasgow, 
which carried 2!) guns, font throe less 
than the combined batteries of Hopkins' 
fleet 
Hopkins allowed tho Glasgow to 


escape and was severely criticised. In 
June, 1770, he was censured by con- 
gress for not annoying tho enemy's ships 
on tho southern coast. The following 
year he was summoned to appear and 
defend himself in Philadelphia, but 
neglected to do so and was dismissed 
from the service. He then settled near 
Providence, and throughout tho re- 
mainder of his life exerted great politi- 
cal iiiflueuco in Rhode Island. 


THE PATHFINDER'S WIDOW.

This is a feature sug- 
gested by Mrs. Fremont because of the 
fact that tho Pathfinder was accustomed 
to use a cross in marking his discoveries. 
The site commands a heautifnl view ot 
tho Hudson river.

ations of tho young explorer, soldier and 
politician that. "Fremont and Jessie" 
becamo the rallying cry when Fremont 
ran for president.

Chicken Lice, on Horses. 


An inquirer writes to Tho Rural Now 


Yorker as follows: "Through some 
causa or other chicken mites have got 
,nto the barn and attacked a black mare 
that is a great pet of ours. 
We have 


done all wo can think of to eradicate 
the mites, such as scalding the barn 
with boiling hot soapsuds, with an ad- 
dition of wood ashes, thus making a 
etrong lye, and cr.rbolic acid diluted iu 
water. 1 have had the maro washed in 
lukewarm water and carbolic soap at 
least three times a week when tho 
weather has been warm, but after all 
the work done to either barn or mare 
the nntcs seeni to havo tho upper hand. 
C.m you tp'l me what to do with the 
barn and not burn it to tho ground, for 
I believe that that would bo tho only 
way to yet rid ot.these minute pests?" 


Answer.—Several \\ ho have had a sim- 


ilar experience say that Persian insect 
powder or buhach, sometimes sold in 
impure form as an insect or fly powder, 
is the best substance to u=e on hairy 
animals which become infested with 
chicken lice or mites. Get a cheap dust 
blower, such as is usually sold with fly 
powder, and blow tho bnhach into the 
hair all over the body , [Would ic not 
bo more effective to use buhach water as 
a wash?—Ed.) Do this thoioughly autl 
then cover tho animal with a blanket. 
If a thorough application of this powder 
(got it as fresh as possible of a reliable 
dealer) does not rid tho maro of tha 
mites, I would bo at a loss to know 
what to advise next, as tho correspond- 
ent has tried several good washes. The 
easiest and surest way to kill tho mites 
in the barn is to spray with a knapsack 
or other handy sprayer thoroughly every 
inch of surface, every crack and angle, 
with keroseno oil, used undiluted or 
made into aa emulsion with soap, form- 
ing the well known kerosene emulsion. 
Dilute the emulsion oil only four or 
five times. I would use tho undiluted 
oil, as it would take bnt little anyway 
and would savo the trouble of preparing 
tho emultion.—M. V. Slmgerlaud.

most instantly, and this unlucky expe- 
ieuco was undoubtedly due to the fact 
hat the cattle ate tho second growth 
nstead of tho scatterings, as supposed, 
lust what the destructive agent in it is 
am unable to say. I havo had tho op- 
lortunity to make several post mortems 
upon cattle that had died from eating 
econd growth sorghum aud m nil have 
ound congestion and inflammation of 
hat portion of the mucous membrane 
of tho rumen (paunch) which comes in 
lirect contact with tho sorghum. 
It is 


ndocd astonishing to note thn destrnc- 
iveness of a small quantity of second 
growth sorghum wheu brought iu con- 
act with the stomach of bovines under 
certain conditions, oud experiments 
hould bo made to determine if possible 
what tho conditions aio which produce 
theso serious results. 
In the meantime 


my advice to all would bo never to as- 
sume the risk to tnru cattle upon second 
growth sorghum. —F. D. Coburn in 
Breeder's Gazette.

Ilogr Killing Time. 


Every season ou many farms there is 


a great bother through lack of conven- 
iences for quick and easy handling of 
the hog crop 
The job of turning the 


pigs into pork is made far more difficult 
and expensive than it need tg bo. Co- 
operation among farmers should secure 
a full set of all needed conveniences in 
each neighborhood where the number of 
hogs each farmer kills does not make it 
worth while to provide a Set for each 
farm. 
We have often, seen a half day 


occupied in killing aud diessmg three 
or four hogs. 
On other farms, with 


better conveniences, 20 hogs are killed 
and dressed in a day. It is disagreeable 
and dirty work, therefore the more neerl 
for getting through with it as soon as 
possible. 


Hogs after killing should b\ allowed 


to hang overnight, and if slightly fro- 
zen in the morning it will bo all the bet- 
ter. Do not, however, put the pork into 
;ho barrel while it is frozen, as it wil 
not take tho salt before spoiling. Tho 
reason for this appears to be that freer- 
ing the pork fills it with air, which be- 
comes filled with microbes which are re 
tained in the barrel in contact with the 
meat as it thaws. After the frozen pork 
is thawed wash tho pieces thoroughly, 
Saking care to get all blood out of them, 
Rub salt into them before packing in 
the barrel. 
If no blood is left in thi 


pieces and weights are placed over th 
pork to keep it under the brine, there 
will be no difficulty iu keeping it swee 
nn entire year. To make sure, it is wel 
toward spring to take the brine out nnc 
boil it to remove any impurities it may 
have gathered. All the scum that rises 
on the brine is evidence of what would 
cause a good deal of trouble if left nntil 
hot weather comes.—American Culti- 
vator

in i'urniBhing Them. 


Tlio Unconverted Ministry the Grente 


Obstacle to Wholesome HCTiral 


of Religion Throneh Their 


Ahtafionistic Attitude. 


The following discourse on "Objec 


tions to Religious Revivals" was chose 
by Rev. T. DeWitt Taluiaue lor publ 
cation this Week. It is based on th 
text: 


They inclosed a great multitude or flshcs an 
their net brake —Luke v., 6. 


Simon and his comrades had expe 


rienced the nipht before what fisher 
men call "poor luck." Christ steps 01 


• board the flshinpf smack and tells th 


bailors to pull away from the bead 
and directs them ag-ain to sink th 
net. 
Sure enough, very soon the ne 


is full of fishes, and the sailors begin 
to haul in. So large a school of flsl 
was taken that the hardy men begin 
to look red in the face as they pull 
and hardly have they begun to rejoice 
at their success when snap goes a 
thread of the net, and snap goes anoth 
or thread, so their is danger not only o 
losing the fish, but of losing the net. 


Without much care as to how much 


the boat tilts, or how much water is 
splashed on deck, the fishermen rush 
about, gathering up the broken meshes 
of the net. Out yonder there is a shi] 
dancing on the wave, and they hail ,it 
"Ship ahoy! bear down this way!" The 
, 
ship comes, and both boats, both fish 
ing smacks, are filled with floundering 
treasures. 


"Ah!" says some one, "how much bet- 


ter it would have been if they had 


„ stayed on shore, and fished with a hook 


and line, and taken one at a time, in- 
stead of having this great excitement, 
and the boat almost upset, and the ne( 
broken, and having- to call for help, and 
getting sopping wet with the sea!" The 
church is the boat, the Gospel is the 
net, society is the sea, and a great re- 
vival is a whole school brought in at 
one sweep of the net. 
I have admira- 


tion for that man who goes out with a 
hook and line «w> fish. I admire the 
way he unwinds the reel, and adjusts 
the bait, and drops the hook in a quiet 
place on a still afternoon, and here 
catches one and there one; but I like 
also a big boat, and a large crew, and 


" a net a mile long, and swift oars, and 


stout sails, and a stiff breeze, and a 
ijreat multitude of souls brought—so 
great a multitude that you have to get 
help to draw it ashore, straining the 
net to the Utmost until it breaks here 
and there,' letting- a few escape, but 
bringing the great multitude into eter- 
nal safety. 


In other words, I believe in revivals. 


The great work of saving men began 
with three? thousand people joining the 
church in one day, and it will close 
with forty or a hundred million people 
saved in twenty-four hours, when na- 
tions shall be born in a day. But there 
are objections to revivals 
People are 


opposed to them because the net might 
get broken, and if by the prefigure of 
bouls it does not get broken, then they 


• take their own penknives and slit the 


net. "They inclosed a great multi- 
tude of fishes and the net. brake." 


I have noticed that those who are 


. brought into the kingdom of God 


through revivals have more persistence 
and more determination in the Chris- 
tian life than, those who come in under 
a low state of religion. People born 
in an ice house may Jive, but they will 


, never get over the cold they caught in 


the ice house. A cannon ball depends 


~vu£?" *'le impulse with which it starts 
•' foriiowfar ifcshn.ll gpand howswiftly; 


and the greater the revival force with 
which a soul is started the more far- 
reaching and far-resounding will be 
the execution. 


Bufc it is sometimes objected to re- 


vivals that' there is so much excite- 
ment that people mistake hysteria for 
religion. 


We must admit that in every revival 


of religion there is either a Suppressed 
or a demonstrated excitement. 
In- 


deed, if a man can go out of a state of 
condemnation into a state of accept- 
ance, or see others go, without any 
agitation of soul, he is in an un- 
healthy, morbid state, and is as repul- 
sive and absurd as a man who should 
boast he saw a child snatched out 
from under a horse's hoofs and felt no 
agitation, or saw a man rescued from 
the fourth story of a house on fire and 
felt no acceleration of the pulses. 


Salvation from sin and death and 


hell into life and peace and Heaven 
forever, is such a tremendous thing, 
that if a man tells me he can look on it 
without any agitation, I doubt his 
Christianity. The fact is, that some- 
times excitement/ is the most important 
possible thing. < In'case of resuscita- 
tion from' drowning or1 ^freezing, the 
one idea is to excite animation. Be- 
fore conversion we are dead. It'is the 
business of tho church to revive, 
arouse, awaken, resusitate, startle into 
life. Excitement is bad or good ac- 
cording to what it makes us do. If it 
make us do tfyafc which is bad, it is bad 
excitement; but if it make us agitated 
about our eternal welfare, if it make 
us pray, if it make us attend upon 
Christian service, if it make us cry un- 
to God for mercy, then it is a good ex- 
citement. 


It is sometimes said that during re- 


vivals of religion, great multitudes of 
children and young people are brought 
into the chlirch, and they do nof. know 
what they are about. It has been my 
observntion that the earlier people 
come into the kingdom of God, the 
more useful they are. 


Robert Hall, the prince of Baptist 


preachers, was converted at twelve 
years of age. /It is supposed he knew 
what he was about. Matthew Henry, 
the commentator, who did more than 
any man of his century for increasing 
the interest in the study of the Scrip- 
tures, was converted at eleven years 
of age; Isabella Graham, immortal in- 
the Christian church, was converted at 
Icn years.of agej Dr. Watts, whoso 
hymns will be sung all down the nges, 
was converted at nine years of age; 
.loonthan 
Edwards, 
perhaps 
the 


mightiest intellect that the American 
pulpit ever produced, was converted at 
tevcn years of age, and that father and 
mother tako an awful responsibility 
when they tell their child at seven 
years of age: • "You are too young to 
bo a Christian," or, "You arc too young 
to connect yourself with the church." 
That is a mistake as long as eternity. 


1 am very apt to look upon revivals 


as connected with certain men who 
fostered them. People who ih this day 
do not like revivals, nevertheless have 
not words to express their admiration 
for the revivalist? of the past, for they 
were revivalists—Jonathan Edward*.,

He was capable of doing 
anything good and great for his coun 
try, or for the church of God had In 
been rightly disposed; but his name i 
associated with treason against tin 
United States goveinment, nhioh hi 
tried to overthrow, and with libcrtm 
ism and public immoiality. 


Do you know where Aaron Bur 


started on the downward rodd? I 
was when he was in college, and he 
became anxious about his soul, an 
was about to put himself under the in 
fiuences of a levival, and a minister o 
religion said: "Don't go there, Aaron 
don't go there; that's a place of wild 
fire and great excitement, no religion 
about that; don't go thcte.'' Ifc tar 
ried away. 
His serious impressions 


departed. He started on the down 
ward road. And who is reponbible foi 
his ruin? Was it the minister who 
warned him against that revival? 


When I am speaking of excitemen' 


in revivals, of course I do not mean 
temporary derangement of the nerves 
I do not mean the absurd things o: 
which we have sometimes read as 
transpiring in the chuich of Christ 
but I mean an intelligent, intense, all 
absorbing agitation of body, mind ant 
soul in the work of spiritual escape auc 
spiritual rescue. 


jSTow!come to the real, genuine cause 


of objection to revivals 
That is the 


coldness of the objector. 
It is the se- 


cret and hidden, but unmistakable 
cause in every case—a low state of re- 
igion in the heart. Wide-awake, con- 
secrated, useful Christians are never 
ifraid of revivals. It is the spiritually 
lead who are afraid of having theii 
sepulchre molested. The chief agents 
of the devil during a great awakening 
are always unconverted professors of 
•eligion.' As soon as Christ's work be- 
fins, they begin to gossip Eigaiust it, 
jnd take a pail of water and liy to put 
outthisspaik of religious influence, 
and they try to put out another spark. 
Do they succeed? As uell when Chica- 
go was on fire might some one have 
jonc out with a garden water-pot try- 
ng to extinguish it. 
The difficulty is that when a revival 


begins in a church it begins at so many 
points, that while you have doused one 
mxious soul with a pail of cold water, 
there are five hundred other anxious 
souls on fire. Oh! how much better it 
would be to lay hold of the chariot of 
Christ's gospel and help pull it on, 
•ather than to fling ourselves in front 
)f the wheels, tiding to block their prog- 
-css. We will not stop the chariot, but 
ve ourselves will bo ground to powdot 


Did you ever hear that there nas a 


louvention once held among the ice- 
bergs in the Arctic11 It seems that the 
ucnmer was coming on and the sun 
vas getting hotter and hotter, and 
here was danger that the whole ice 
leld would break up and flow away; 
0 the tallest and the coldest and the 
iroadest of all the icebergs, the very 
ling of the Arctics stood at the head 
if the convention, and with gavel of 
ce smote on a table of ice, calling the 
onvcntiou to order. But tho sun kept 
m growing in intensity of heat, and 
he south wind blew stronger and 
trongcr, and soon all the icefield be- 
fan to grind up, iceberg against tce- 
jerg, and to flow away. The first reso- 
ution passed by the convention was:

'hen the whole body, tho whole field 
f ice, began to flow out, and a thou- 
imd voices began to ask: "Where arc 
•e going to now? Where are we float- 
ng to? We will all break to pieces." 
iy this time the icebergs had reached 
lie gulf stream, and they were mel ted 
nto the bosom of the Atlantic ocean, 
'he warm sun is, the (eternal spirit, 
'he icebergs are frigid Christians. The 
•arm gulf stream is a great revival, 
'he ocean into which everything melt- 
d is the great, wide heart of the par- 
oning and sympathizing God. 
But I think, after all, the greatest 
bstacle to revivals throughout Chris- 
endom to-day is an1 unconverted ininis- 
ry. We must believe that the va.st 
uajority of those who officiate at sa- 
red altars are regenerated; but I sup- 
ose there may float into the ministry 
f all the denominatians of Christians 
men whose hearts have never been 
hanged by the grace of God. Of 
ourse they are all antagonistic to re- 
ivals. 
How did they get into the ministry? 
'erhaps some of them chose it as a re- 
sectable profession. 
Perhaps some 


liose it as a means of livelihood. Per- 
aps some of them were sincere, bht 
ere mistake^. As Thomas Chalmers 
aid he had been many years preach- 
ng the Gospel before his heart had 
een changed, and as many ministers 


tho Gospel declare they were 


reaching and had been ordained to 
acred orders years and years before 
icir hearts were regenerated. Gra- 
ious God, what a solemn thought for 
lose of us who minister at the altar! 


h the present ministry in the pres- 


nt temperature of piety the world 
•ill never be enveloped with revivals, 


le the pews on one side of the altar 


fy for mercy tho pulpits on the 
tlier side the altar must cry for mevcv. 
linistcrs quarreling. Ministers trying 
o pull each other down. Ministers 
truggling for ecclesiastical place. Min- 
sters lethargic, with whole congvoga- 
ons dying on their hands. What a spec, 
acle! 
Aroused pulpits will make aroused 
evvs. 1'nlpits aSamc will make pews 
dame. Kverybody believes in a re- 
ival in trade, everybody likes are- 
ival in literature, everybody likes a 
evival in art; yet a great multitude 
,vn not understand a revival in mat- 
ers of religion.

•hero you find a man antagonistic to 
evivals, whether he bo in pulpit or 
e\v, he needs to be regenerated by tho 
race of God. 
1 could prove toademonstrattonthat 
ithout revivals this world will never 
e converted,'and thai/ in a hundred or 
vo hundred years without revivals 
hristiiinity will be practically extinct. 


is a matter of astounding arith- 


metic. In each of our modern gonera- 
pus Iliere are at least thirty-two mil- 
oa children. 
Now add thirty-two 


millions to the world's population, and 
then have only one or two hundred 
thousand converted every year, and 
how long- before the world will be 
saved? Neve,.-—absolutely never! 


During our war the president of the 


United States made proclamation for 
seventy-five thousand troops. Some of 
you remember the bijr stir, liut the 
King of the Universe to-day asks for 
eipht hundred million more troops 
than are enlisted, and we want it done 
softly, imperceptibly, gently, no ex- 
citement, one by one! 


You are a dry {foods merchant on a 


larfre scale, and I am a merchant on a 
small scale, and I come to you and 
want to buy ;i thousand yards of cloth. 
Do you say: "Thank you; I'll sell you 
a thousand yards of cloth, but I'll sell 
you twenty yards to-day, and twenty 
to-morrow, and tweenty the next day, 
and if it takes me six months I'll 
sell you the whole thousand yaads; 
you will want as long- :is that to exam- 
ine the goods, and I'll want as long as 
that to examine the credit; and, be- 
sides that, a thousand yards of cloth 
are too much to sell all at once?''

How God SpotiliEl to llifi People, Hiul How 


Thej Should Hear .mel Heed. 


When God speaks man should listen 


If children arc filial the voice of the 
patent falls on curs attent: if citi/.ens 
are loyal they ponder the words of 
their rulers. God is to men more than 
father or mother, more than president 
or king. The present and futuie of a 
child or of a country .may be involved 
iu giving heed to the lessons addressed 
to them, the life that now i.s and the 
life that is to be depend upon the way 
we receive God's commands. 


GoJ, it is true, docs not speak to us 


in audible tones. 
When He speaks to 


us directly it is in a -'still, small voice,' 
that does not touch the mechanical 
coutrivaiice of the physical ear, but 
makes itself known in the secret cham- 
beis of the soul to which Spirit and 
Spirit only has access. Neither does 
the Supreme Ruler send us diiect mes- 
sages in newspaper pi hit, to bo ap- 
prehended through the vital organs 
And yet He has put a message into 
our hands, which we accept as a Di- 
vine revelation, and which, as trans- 
mitted from age to age, i.s spiead 
among men in the form of printed 
pages, and is made potent to them by 
the voice of the living preacher. God 
does not make any new revelation to 


j the woild through the ministry: but 


He does explain, illustiatc, npph and 
enforce by human instruments the 
truths already revealed. 


It will not do for Chi istians, there- 


fore, to be heedless of the Divine im- 
pulses which aie given immediately to 
indiUduals; nor of the lessons uhich 
come to us in studying the Scriptures, 
or in listening to the wmds of God's

messengers 
Cornelius

Centuiion, acting on ihe impulse Di- 
vinely given, sent for Peter, and with 
hit, household sat down-to hear from 
the Apostle "all things that are com- 
manded thee of God.''

ceived the preacher and his message, 
lie had a clear sense of his relation to 
God and of the duty of paying the ut- 
most heed to the commands of God. 
"Now, therefoic.' he .said, "are «e all 
heie present before God, to hear all 
things commanded thee of God." He 
had been directly upprunchrd by God 
through a vision 
He had piomptly 


obeyed the directions given him, anil 
when Peter came he was prepared to 
hear him as attentively and as con- 
fidently as he had heard the angel. He 
did not condemn the message which 
I'eter bad to give because it 
was 


brought by a imm, and not by an 
angel. Peter was, perhaps,, less lei'iined 
than himself: he wa« certainly not .so 
prominent, nnd moreover we may well 
doubt whether his life had been one of 
such eai nest devotion. Hut Coinelius 
declared his purpose to hear the mes- 
sage as though God himself and not 
Peter woi'c delivering it 


What a congregation was that for 


Peter to prc.ich to! Eieiy one eager 
to hem- whut he had to say and to ac- 
cept it as having all the obligation of a 
Divine command! Thcie was no need 
for the preacher to consider how, b\ 
graces of speech, by appropriate ges- 
tures, and by tlie various devices of 
the orator he could command their at- 
tention 
He did not have to chase a 


multitude of distracting thoughts from 
their minds before he could give them 
the truth he had to proclaim. They 
came to the fountain with their pitch- 
ers empty and all leadyto be filled 
And so he preached to open hearts and 
tho sermon took effect and baptism fol- 
low ed. 


This was a pngan congregation, and 


yet it was a model for all Chiistian 
congregations. 
Coinelius 
and 
his 


household knew how to hear. Christ, 
as a prenclier.found many who weie in- 
attentive and indiffet en t,or resolved not 
tolisten. He addressed many: some had 
cars to hear, others had not 
It is of 


vast importance to hem-right. It is of 
little use to go to church if you are 
not prepared to hear. It is tlie pre- 
dominance of the inattentive, of those 
who have got the idea th.it it is the 
function of the' preacher to entertain 
them, that tempts him to adapt his 
message to their pleasure, to weaken 
it. to withold parts essential to its in- 
tegrity. They expect him to realize 
constantly that ho is in the piescnceof 
God: but u ith a strange incongruity 
they look upon themselves as n com- 
pany of men and women who have 
paid for their pew?, and have therefore 
the right to an expectation, such as re- 
served seats at concerts and lectures 
inspire. They forget they are in the 
presence of God, and are gathered to 
hear "all things" commanded of Him. 


Men should hear, nol to be pleased, 


but to know. Whatthey \vanttoknow 
is of the first importance. They can 
nol serve God truly and fullv without 
the purpose to know His commands 
When a physician tells a mother about 
her sick child, and gives her his com. 
mund.s about its mqdicine, its diet and 
its care, how eagerly, if she is a true 
mother, docs she listen, that she mm 
undeistand every word he stivs anil 
follow his directions with scrupulous 
exactness. This was the wav Corne 
lius nnd his household heard Peter, 
and Peter led them into the king 
dom.

D. W. Caldwell began his railroad 


career 43 ycais ago as a olerk in the of- 
fice of tho Pennsylvania railroad. Today 
lie is president of tho Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern. Mr. Caldwell was 


born in Massa- 
chusetts in 1830 
and at the age of 
22 turned his am- 
bitions mind to 
railroading.

there three years.

His very appax- 


<int talent fer tho railroad business and 
his executive ability then led to his 
securing tha office of general superin- 
tendent of the Pittsbnrg and Connells- 
villo railroad. 
In 1859 he became gen- 


eral superintendent of the Central Ohio 
railroad, nil office he filled until 1871, 
when ho resigned to accept a more ad- 
vantageous position aa general manager 
of the Columbus, Chicago and Indiana 
Central, tho Pittsburg, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis, the Little Miami, the Cincin- 
nati and Mubkiiignm Valley, tha Jeffer- 
sonville, Madison arid Indianapolis and 
the Vaiidulia roads. 


He held this important position nntil 


1881, when the Pennsylvania road again 
employed him, not as clerk, but as gen,- 
eral manager of all the Pennsylvania 
lilies west of Pittsburg.i In 1882 ho waa 
elected vice president of the Niokel 
Plato road. He was appointed receiver 
later, and when the road was reorgaft; 
ized in 18S7 ho was elected president" 
Ho pursued a cut rate policy that cans- 
ed considerable comment in railroad 
circles, but during hia regime, which 
ended very recently, he succeeded in 
raising the road from a condition of al- 
most hopeless bankruptcy to a place 
among tho sonud roads of the east. He 
resides in Cleveland and although a 
bachelor is a very liberal entertainer.
